The analysis of 'our availabjle market populatipn must take 
account of such f^actors as; actual ""and p^-ojected births^ 
high school enrollment^ *J>igh schoo^. graduates^ jjiigration 
pat^terr>^ , *and ^college eil^ollment and survival rated'. • The 
Maryland birth ra€e has declined 15% in the last 3^0 years 
from a^igh pf 79,000 iri^v^l964 to a lovr of 67,000 Jnh X973.^

Th^ Hpirylaft/gl State department of.- Education estimates, that 
49.3% of th^ H.S^*' seniors (public) continue their education ^ 
(Tal>le 4 )> , 'The noteworthy finding is that this* percentage ' 
peaked in 1970 and is now declining.- The number of actual-.', 
and ptojec^^ public H.S. graduates continuing ia as ^ 
follows: ActtialX972 - 25 , 773 ; Pro jected 1976 - 30,500; - 
/Projected 1980 - ^1,000 and Projected 19.83 - 28,450. . 
Private^ and parockial hi<Jh schools currently graduate . ; ^ 

agjiyoximately/ 6 ,000 students each year. In the past two 
years, for which data are available the . continuation rate 
for white graduates averaged, 49% and blacks 30% (Table 4) . 

The U.S. Office of Education estimate^NJiat nationally 90- 
95% of the fall first-time college ente^kig cla^s is composed 
of^'the June H.S» graduates and that thes^ groups will 
-detJliije in 1976-78. Contrary to this national trend, UMBC 
fall first-time entering fclasses in 1971-74 contained 66% 
June ,H.S. graduates (Table 67* Almost 13% of our entering 
ss transfer from oomhiunity colleges (TaJ^le 6) , .whilfe 
xe state, v/ide community college system indicates a state ^ 
wi^ Associate of Arts transfer rate of 6% (Table 7). .In ^ 
FaXl\X972 there were 3,006 Maryland AA transfers, UMBC 
attracted 265 (8^8%) of the available market segment. 



A survey of all Maryland Community Colleges conducted 
in May, 1973 (Table 7) revealec^ that the median age was 
22 while 48% of their students were^over 22 years old. > . 
This means 'that almost half of the students are beyond 
the age normally associated with graduation from a four- 
year college or universa^ty / Our own demographic data 
reveal a median age of 22 while 26% of our students are 
over 22 years old. The "percentage over 22 years old 
by type of student is as follows: Readmits - 50%^ Specials - 
86%, Tranjsfer Students - 47%, Freshmen - 5%. --The older 
Maryland resident and the community college transfer is a 
significant source of students' for -UMBC. The^^^oWIfSttnity 
colleges project a 5% annual growth in enrc/llmeats while 
the Regional Planning Council projects a 20% growth in the i 
15-24 years old population in the Baltimore SMSA byVigsa 
(Table 8,9) * ^ \ 

With a market potential of 40,000 (25,000 H.S. senior^ 
6,000 Private, 9,000 Transfer) state-wi^e,. what are the^ 
intervening factors in our attempts to attract more students? 

Market: intervening factors / 

The market factors -can be viewed best in the^ context/ 
of the national aid regional trends in '-higher edugatiJon 
and the constraints in the Maryland system (see l^arylland 
Council and\American Council ^on Educa^on in biblAography) . 
Nationally, private coriege enrollment is declinii^g wij lle ^ 
publj-c enrollment is skifting from full-time to pa\rt-time. 
ilall part-time (less-than-9 credit ^ours) third week 
enrollment at UMBC for.theJ.ast 3 years is as follows: 
1972 - 6.'6%, 1973 - 7 .9%, andt 1974 - 12.0%. Spring part- 
time enrollment at UMae^ for the last 3 years is as follows: ' 
1972 - 9.6%, 1973 - iro.0%", and 1974 - 12.3%. Dr. Garland 
G. Parker, Vice Provost for Admissions and Records at the 
University of Cincip^ti, in his annual survey of enrollment, 
revealed that partrtime enrollment- in the 1416 institutions 
indi^eased 5.9% to 22.6%. He noted that the community 
college pairt-time enrollment increased' 20 . 6% in 1973 to - 
account for 58.3% of their enrollment • In'^the national 
surveys less than 12 hours was the part-time criterion. 
When the UMBC enrollment data are subjected to the 12-haur 
part-time qriterion, over a third of our students were 
taking between 9 and. 12 hours in 1972, 1973 and 1974 
(see Tables Dl through, tri2 in the UMBC Pactbook) . . 
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Another factor to be considered is the impact of trans- * 
fer and community college students (see Statewide Master 
Plan in bibliography) . In 1971 transfer students comprised 
27.1% of our students and in 1974 they comprii^e only 1.9.2% 
(Table 6) . Transfeijs from four-year colleges (4%) and 
College Park (7%) have remained in 'proportion to our 
growth while our community college transfers have declined 
from 15% to 8% (Table' 6). Two factors account for this: 
firsts the Statewide Master Plan policy that specifies 
that community college students cannot transfer to the 
University of Maryland until they have completed 60 hours; 
and second^ the contention of many would-be transfers to 
UMBC that too many of the courses completed elsewhere could 
not be transferred td^^UMBC because th^y were unacceptable. ^ 
If UMBC intends to increase its shar^e of tlit^ community • 
college market, which will constitute. a large share of ^ 
those available, ( and Dr, Gardner's survey indicates that 
56% of these ""students are in the AA transfer programs) 
greater attention must be paid to the problems of the 
tr,ansfer student (see the definitive- articles by J. R. 

Hills and E. I. Holmstrom) •

The Sbate of Maryland Suffers from a statewide college 
student migration out. of the state similar to the condition 
in 15 other states. The U.S. Office of Education repealed 
in its Survey of Residence and ^Migration of College Students ^ 
Fall 1968 and 1972^ that Maryland was the fifth largest 
expprter^in the nation (35/324) in 1968 and the fourth 
la^dst in 1972 (39,3 00 estimate) . Maryland has been attract- 
20,000 to 25,000 out-of-state student^but the net loss 
year^is 15,000. 




a national^ survey of entering freshmen, UMBC freshmen along 
with their counterparts state that 'academic reputation!, 
•low cost and 'special program offerings' were the factors 
which influenced their decisions to attend a particular 
college (table 10)*. In a 1973 purvey ^of the college-bound 
Maryland H.6. seniors (55, ,000) the Maryland State Department 
of EducaJbion found that a third of the 23,000 respondents 
intended to attend an out-of-state college, a fourth of the 
in-state respondents would attend the University of Maryland, 
almost half would gO to -community colleges, a sixth , would go 
.to state colleges, and 7% would go to private collies. In 



theij: becomber follow-up survey of those Actually enrolled, 
in 1970 through 1972, over 58% were in/ four-year colleges 
or universities and 30% were in community colleges (Table 12 
There were wicje disparities in the number wi-shing to attend 
out-of-state schools. In ail the mpre urban affluent 
counties, except Baltimore City, ^0% ito 30% of the students 
wanted to attend out-of-state schools jr(TVble 11). Those 
who can afford an alternative t9''the Maryland system 
express a desire to attehd school in "qther states. 

A review of the college preferences of Maryland college- 
bound H.S. seniors who took the College Board exams last 
yeiar indicate tjiat the Universities of Virginia, Delaware, 
Penn State, and Duke were the top attractions (Table 13). 
Informal, discussions with_ admissions personnel' at thes6 
•institutions reveal that Btasiness Administration, Law, and 
Heialth^rofessions ar'e i;he most chosen ^intended majors 
of their incoming freshman class. Discussions with 
business leaders in Baltimore reveal that business graduate: 
of several of these schools earn a higher starting, salary 
than graduates of any Maryland institution. J^aw >nd Health 
put-migration may be the result of lack of. space withiry 
Maryland. * " , ^ 

The reasons for selecting a particular. scho<5T*"^e not only 
affected by the reputation of the institi/tion,* i\ts costs, 
or curricula but* also by who assists the studentj in making 
that decision. The Maryland statewide 'purvey ofj H . S . 
seniors ponfirms that parents and fiends who attend that 
school account for two thirds of the in/rluencef in their 
decision. (Table 14). In that same sur^^ey black students' 
decisions are p.nfluenced mo;re by high /ScJaool counselors and 
college recruiters than, their ' white counterparts. 

The report on the Maryland state H.S. seniors reveals that 
their most frequently chosen intended majors are Sociarl and 
Biolo^cal Sciences (Table 15-)% However, those results may 
be" misleading since they contain Maryland students who 
attend^ out-qf-state schools. . On the contrary, in the 
Freshman National Norms Survey our freshmen reveal that 
over, a third of them were attracted_taJJMB'C 'because of its 
exce^llence in the Health ^Professd:ons and the Biological 
Sciences curricula (Table 16J^^

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In response to our request the Maryland Si:ate Department 
of Education, prepared tables of ^ college preferences by 
county and college. Table 17 reveals that^ in Maryland 
40% of the students whose parents have only a high school, 
education p3;e^er community colleges but only 27% af- thfose 
j(/.iih a eollege education. Numerigally, almost 3 times) as 
many college educated ^parents of students in the state ^ 
prefer put;-of--state schools as high: school educated parents. 
In Princa Georges county arid in Baltimore City the Univer- ♦ 
sity of Maryland wa^ the marginal (less than 30%) preference 
of the students of college educated parents. * Only in ^ 
Somerset County, home of UMES, was the university the 
major choice of high school educated parents. _In all 
counties pxcept the lower Eastern Steore the less educated 
parents choose the community college or the out-of-state 
school (Table 17) . 




The May 1971, 1972 and 1973 surveys of Maryland H.S. senfors 
^revealed that Baltimore SMSA community colleges (Anne 
Arundel, Essex, CatonsvLlle, Howard, and Harford) were ^ 
preferred by the seniors in this SMSA -from a ratio of 10 
to 1 (Harford) to 2 to 1 (Howard, Baltimc5re City and 
Baltimore County) . Only in Baltimore City and Baltimo;re 
County was UMBC more popular than UMCP (Table 18). In 
1973 the statewide preference rank of UMBC went from 
- ' seventh to fifth (Table 19) .; ^ Wit)iin the BSMSA ;^ounties 

we still rank behind UMCP in Anne AruiTdel, Harford jand 
Howard counties, preceded by their commuxnty colleges, 
out-of-state schools, and UMCP (Table 19) . The attraction 
of UMCP for Howard and Anne Arundel county seniors 
partially explained byjtjieir preference for the closest 
state school but Harford County students must be by-passing 
UMBC because we lack certain desjL^d curricula.

The enrollment show-up yield from UMBC applicants in 1974 . 
increased 10% over last year ' s' y4:^ld and the overall enroll- 
ment show-up rate went from 62% n?able 21) to 65%. The 
increase was the result of a 7% increase in the freshman 
enrollment, a 100% increase in theV readmission of former^ 
UMBC students, and a 8% increase in^ enrollment of special 
♦non-degree students. These gains ' in enrollment were offset , 
by a decline of 21% in the enrollment of transfer students.- 
Our enrollment of community/ college transfer students 
declined 31% while transfe/s from UMCP and UHES declined I 

/ J' 
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155 and state College transfers^ declined al^rtost 10%. The' 
enrollment increases can be partially explained by the 
divisional programs of pre^-enrollment .letters and campus' 
visits for freshmen and , the telephone campaign to re**enroll 
UMl\C stopouts. The decline in traLnsfer student enrollment 
is coupled 'with a 20% decline in applications from this ^ 
admission source (Table 21), ' , ^ . 

>ACTORS RELATED TO NOT ENRbLLING ' " ^ ' 

To determine s^l^^f the factors related to not enrolling 
afte^ admission to UMBC we mailed a short questionnaire to 
a -quota (66%) sample of the non-enrollees for th^ class of 
1973. We received 461 (37%) usable questionnaires. Of 
tljose responding 81% had entered, another school ajnd 19% 
were employed >(Tjable 2^), \ Almost a fourth of those wjao 
enrolled elsewh^te went to out-of-state schools (Table 23) ^ 
a lightly ^'ower rate than the statewide rajbe (Tables 11/ 
13, 17, 18, 19) # Over a ihird of those non-enrollees who 
indicated UMBC as their /irst choice went to community 
colleges, while those who do not indicate a primary .preference 
for UMBC went into state , colleges and universities (Table 24) • 
The largest segment of this groy:^ went to private universities 
The overall rank of the other iscfiiools indicate^s Tp,v;son. and 
UMCP as' their top public-institution choices and Loyola as 
their top private choice (T^ible 25).. BusiYiess Administration 
was the major most cited as not available at UMBC and thus- ^ 
a reason for not coming (Table 26,, 26A, 28) but this kind 
of instruction and others of interest to them actually are 
available at. UM^C either as programs, pre-majors, or ' ' ^ 

options. Our need clearly is to tell f>edple effectivgiy 
What we offer.

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We noted earlier (Table 10) that^cademic reputation and - 
special program offerings were significant factors in 
college preferences of entering college freshmen. In Table 
27 we see that those same factors were operating among those** is 
who did not come to UMBC, and that ^the desire to remain at 
home and attend a school close to home was a factor. 
Another major reason for goiiag/ to another school rather than. 
UMBC was the freshmen registra/tion experience. The aversive 
factor was th^ inability to rdgister. for the courses they 
selected ordesired. . 
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Aside from the 17 to 24 year old market segment of non- 
enroilees, UMBC is a primary choipfe ampng older applicants, 
Baltimore City residents, non-white, and married applicants 
(Table 29 tliru 33). feut" the attractive ieatures-of UMBC 
:^or these segments }iaye aversive factors which keep the „ ^ 
applicant froM^ enrolling . UMBC would need some .form of ? 
day care for the older ,^ married student, increased financ^kal 
assistance and a more extensive transportation service 
the Baltimore City resident.* Without some of these efforts 
, UMBC may continue to loee some applicants who are unable 
""t^ overcome the aversive factors in higher education.

There is more than an adequate sourtee of UMBC applicants 
in Maryland. -Increasing the yield from this itiarket 
segment w4.ll require the continued development' pf programs 
of excellence^. it will also require the type of attraction 
and attention that, is in the Biological Sciences letter 
and campus visitation program. The success of our orienta- 
tion program is .in i-.ts ability to present UMBC to the 
greatest possible source of community exposure, t Our 
increases enrollment this fall may lull us into a compla- 
cency that overlooks the fact that pur recruitment efforts 
have not been' successful in all segments of the markiet. 
Tl>^ U.S. Ediicational Sta^tistics Digests indicate increased 
college enrollment in every period of high unemployment 
since ^956. The' problem for UMBC is rtow the retention of 
these students- when viable employment opportunities present 
themselves. ^
